CAPTURE THE SHIP.

| Officers and Crew Chased Through the

Rigging by the Animals, Who Escape
From Their Cage—A Comical Scene —
Tempted Back by Feast of Bananns,

“T have had some strange crews in
my experience,” said old Captain Ben-
son, ‘“‘but the funniest kind of a ship's
company that I ever sailed with was

pened in this way:

“Jt was during the period of the
lifetime of the great showman, P. T.

had three big and two baby elephants |

in the hold, a'so a rhinocercs and a
giraffe, while in wooden” houses on
deck we carried several zebras, a num-
ber of antelope and deer, also ten
huge apes as large as men. The apes
were very intellizent and were capa-
ble of ULeing taught mapy awmusing
tricks.

“On our voyage home I had oc-
casion a number of times to advise the
otlicers and men against teasing these
creatures, telling them that they were
known to possess a good memory and
were revengeful, and would sarely
make it a point to get even with their
tormentors at the first opportunity;
but as the heavy wooden bars divided
them from the hairy faces that scowled
at their fun-making, they felt safe
enongh to give no heed to my warn-
ings. The mates and sailors took
good care, however, to pass at a safe
distance from their cage in going about
their work, for on two or three oc-
casions the alert occapants had been
known to suddenly thrust forth along
musecular arm and grip the unwary
seaman in such a savage way as to
elicit & howl of pain on Jack’s part. I
could go among them without the
slightest fear, and several times en-
tered ‘their cage for the purpose of
caring for a sickly little baby ape that
had been born just after leaving Africa,
and for which the ocean voyage subse-
quently proved too heroie, as it died
before we reached New York.
